One of the finest things that can be done with a piece of open, 
waste land is to plant it broadcast with hundreds of Daffodil bulbs.

It will take several 
years to achieve the full value of a naturalistic planting, and the 
Daffodils should be left entirely undisturbed during that period. 
The foliage should never be cut off, but allowed to ripen and 


wither away naturally.
